he single most powerful institution controlling 

America’s economic development is not a 

mega-corporation, heavy industry, nor even 

our multi-billion dollar government: it is that 
small social unit called a family, according to the next 
scheduled forum speaker. 

Tuesday at 10 a.m. in the Marriott Center, Dr. 
Clayne Pope, eight years BYU professor of economics, 
will cite historical evidence that long term changes in 
economic growth are caused by the accumulative force 
of small household decisions in an address entitled 
“The American Economy: Lessons From The Past.” 

Pope says history demonstrates father and mother, 
not Congress or corporate executives, hold the nation’s 
wallet. 


Pope illustrates his theory with a simple analogy: 


“Think of the American economy as a raft on the 


ocean, the waves crashing against it are the political 
changes that we see; ERA, energy policies, farm sub- 
sidy plans ... issues that the media draws attention to 
daily. : : 
“These waves jiggle the raft, but don’t move it-much. 
If you want to know where that raft is going, look for 
the deep-running currents. 

“Those currents which actually move the raft are of- 


ten ignored. They are the cumulative decisions made by 
individual family members; when and if to marry, how 


- much to save, what occupations to choose, what goods 


to buy and particularly how much to invest in educa- 
tion.” ; 

Pope quotes studies indicating that over half the 
economic growth in the U.S. since the turn of the cen- 
tury can be attributed to families investing ever increas- 
ing amounts in education. 


ope’s views on the American economy are ex- 

ceptional in their emphasis on studying the past 

as a means of telling us how to handle current 

economic problems, .and project the shape of 
future economic growth. 

“One of the problems in contemporary economics is 
that too many economists know too little about the 
past,” he said. 

Pope’s address will focus on how acquiring a 
historical perspective of the economic situation can aid 
us in making calm, rational decisions about current 
economic dilemmas. 

The 1973 oil embargo doubled gasoline prices and 
caused a widespread panic to initate government con- 
trols, according to Pope. Free market was not given a 
chance to solve the problem. 

Viewed in perspective, he says, the cost for us to 
travel one mile, as a percentage of our income, is still 
one fifth as much as it cost someone in 1890. 

““We’re too soft,’ Pope says. “Our average income is 
ten times as high as the average income of 1850 and we 
work slightly more than half as much. Most people 
don’t realize the extent of the economic prosperity the 
past has bequeathed to us.” __

The Who, over the years they have been’selling 

records, have been known for creative innova- 

tion, almost to the point of avante garde 

originality. The Who was doing “punk rock” 
before the term was ever heard of (remember “My 
Generation’ and “Summertime Blues’’?) The group was 
destroying their equipment in concert before the world 
ever knew of Alice Cooper or Kiss. Peter Townsend 
wrote the very first rock opera, Tommy. The Who was 
the first rock group to incorporatte synthesizers with 
their sound (in the album Who’s Next). They were one 
of the first groups to record an album only in 
quadrophonic sound, Quadrophenia. 


Who Are You may not be the most innovative Who 
album ever released, but it still contains enough high- 
energy rock to give it the vintage Who sound. 

The Who’s early songs were memorable for their 
anti-establishment fervor. In Who Are You, the energy 
is still there, but it’s hard to believe that the boys who 
became millionaires by opposing the established order 
of things are still seriously in rebellion.
